When the Shark Bites 


Humboldt’s best known artist and 
biggest beer company clash over the 
area's most recognizable illustration

tention the words “great 
White” to average Humbold- 
tlans, and there’ a pretty 
good chance they conjure 
an image of foamy beer fst, 

and hungry sharks second. (Nabady's mind 

leaps directly tothe hair metal band} 

‘That association is thanks to the mas- 
sive success of Lost Coast Brewery, which 
has made its citrusy light beer into an in- 
ternational best-eller, and Duane Flatmo, 
the avant garde artist whose cubist designs 
grace local walls, clothing and, of course, 
beer bottles. 

Flatmo began designing beer labels for 
Lost Coast Brewery owner Barbara Groom 
in the mid-1990s, fst developing the dis- 
torted beer drinker for Downtown Brown 
and eventually designing labels forall the 
brewery’ flagship beers. 

Flatmo’s unmistakable style is intrinsial 
|y linked with Lost Coast Brewery. There’ 
little doubt his nowiconie labels helped 
the brewery grow into the 32nd largest 
microbrewery in the United States. With 
a new $27 milion brewing facility recently 
completed on the south end of Eureka, 
Lost Coast Brewery isan undeniable Hu 
boldt County success story, 

So what led to a year-long dispute, 
prompting Flatma ta send Groom a cease- 
and-desist letter, resulting in Lost Coast 
Brewery pulling one ofits newest beers off 
shelves? 

Tt yas the label for the brewery’s 
Shatkinator beer, a white IPA launched 
early in 2015. Untl recently, it featured 
an armor-clad robo-shark standing on a 
beach, a gnawed-on surfboard in fin, with a 
severed robot hand lying nearby. Essental- 
ly. isthe mecha-Great White, and anyone 
who's seen the original would recognize it 
asa clever play, a Toho-esque re-imagining 
of the longtime favorite beer mascot. 

[At first glance, many familiar with Flat- 
mos work thought he created a new label, 
an update of his previous design for the 
brewery’ expanding ine of beverages. But 
he hadn't. In fact, Flatmo hasn't worked for 
Groomin years 

‘That was Flatma’s decision, and it stems 


from a dispute over t-shirt royalties. Early 
cn, he says, he did the Great White label 
for cheap, knowing that Lost Coast was a 
small brewery and suspecting, eventually, 
his design would become a popula image 
for shirts, sweatshirts glasses and other 
shwag. Flatmo says Groom verbally agreed 
to pay hima dollar per t-shirt sale once 
the brewery took off, but in recent years, 
\when held remind her of the agreement, 
she would defer the idea. Eventually, 
he says, he decided to stop working for 
her. (Groom did not return a call seeking 
comment) 

When Sharkinator hit the shelves, with 
a Flatmo-esque retread of the Great White 
label drawn by local artist Shawn Griggs, 
Flatmo says he was hurt. 

It was. little bit ofa slap in the face 
to take my image and flip it” he says. Even 
the lettering, which he designed from 
scratch, was mimicked. “And so when | sa 
it.I thought, That doesnt seem ethically 
right! So asked a couple of attorneys 
about copyright aw and they looked inte 
the thing and said, ‘Duane, she can't da 
this, What do you want to de about it? 

Early i his career, Fatma bought 
himself a book about laws, ethics and best 
practices for illustrators, He had realized 
‘early on he needed ta protect his work. 
His concems were cemented when, at a 
fiends wedding, he met a childhood hero, 
Crumb, who explained that the Mr. Nat- 
ural poster that hung over young Flatma’s 
bbed hadn't earned the artist a penny. 

Flatmo didn't want damages for the 
Sharkinator label, He asked his attorney 
to send a cease and desist letter. After 
‘months of back-and-forth, Lost Coast 
agreed to redesign the Sharkinator label 
and pull the old bottles from shelves. 
That's supposed to be happening now, 
Flatmo says. He asked Groom to pay his 
attorney fees — which he estimates were 
between $2,500 and $3,000. She declined, 
he says, telling him that it was expensive 
‘enough to deal with Sharkinator’s redesign. 

Flatmo didn't want to go to court for 
restitution — it would've taken too long 
and been too stressful, he says. “Ijust want 
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no's Great White Label

‘One could argue Groom should have 
known better. In 2014, Last Coast Brewery 
sued a Florida beer maker over a label 
depicting a toothy shark, beer in hand, 
with a suefboard with a bite out of it. 
Aviator Brewing Company's *Madbeach’ 
even boasts a similar style to Great White: 
a wheat ale flavored with orange. 

But ajudge tossed Lost Coast Brewery 
lawsuit — nat on the grounds that the im 
age wasnt copied, but on the fact that the

California court where it was filed had no 
jurisdiction. Aviator didnt sell west of the 
Mississippi, and wasnt directly competing. 
with Lost Coast 

Flatmo says he probably could have 
sued Aviator for copying his image — he 
says the company ripped it off” — but 
says i’ not his style. “I don't want to 
spend my life suing.” he says 

Scott Cocking, Lost Coast Brewery’ 
art director, declined to comment on 
the Flatme dispute. But he says, nan age 
when microbrews are popping Up all over 


the world, i's getting 
harder and harder to 
create original beer 
names and logos. 
Despite Lost Coast's 
success, Cocking says 
‘ts nothing like Jack 
in the Box, where 

he used ta work, 
which had a team of 
lawyers preemptively 
vetting marketing 
materials. 

Cocking works 
under Groom —he 
says she dictates what all the artwork 
looks like; he contracts an artist and puts 
all of the pieces together. He says Groom 
had the name far the company’s most 
recent release, Fogcutter, for years, They 
don't want to use up a good trademark 
‘on something that wan't sel well so the 
company's testing beers’ <ellabilty under 
ite "Last Coast Brewery Labs” label 

Barbara used to spend alot of time 
and money labels for beers that didn't 
cdo wel” he says. Even then, Cocklng 
continues, the brewery can miss some- 


thing. The company was close ta releasing 
another new beer when they learned that 
they could have faced a legal challenge 
‘over the name or design, He declined to 
claborate, but said it was sad because the 
artwork was nearly ready to go. 

Its understandable, fram a business 
perspective, that Groom would want to 
‘maintain a cohesive artistic style for the 
brewery’ labels and promotional materials: 

‘She was trying to keep her brand going 
that | created by having sormeone else 
copy my work" Flatme says.

ties comprised 20 percent af all 
Humboldt County deaths over 
the last three years, but the num 
ber of those seeking help often 
‘exceeds the amount of treatment available. 
A change in the states Medi-Cal program 
‘may change that, opening up access to 
treatment for many low-income residents 
‘Akey component of the Medi-Cal 
program’ federal “drug waiver” which will 
get rolling in 2016, i flexibility. Prior to this 
‘expansion of the Affordable Care Act, teat 
‘ment providers were limited inthe types of 
care they could offer to Medi-Cal patients. 
Currently, no inpatient residential program 
In Humboldt County accepts Medi-Cal as 
‘form of payment. Residential programs, 
witha structured environment, can be 
crucial in addressing the halistic needs of 
patients who may also struggle with hous 
ing insecurity, mental ilness and making 
lifestyle changes that support recovery.

For many patients, detox 
whieh invalves the withdrawal from the 
substance or substances of abuse is the 
first hurdle in getting lean, The county 
lone detox program, which is privately 
tun through Alcohol Drug Care Services, 
accepts subsidies for some patients from

‘mental illness, employment) connect, 
clients ta services and track progress over a 
greater length of time. 

‘We think integrating these new services 
into the Medi-Cal health plan makes the 
most sense for holistic patient carey says

‘A county report on ths option adds 
that the waiver is voluntary, and “a number 
of the small rural northern counties have 
agreed to meet as a region to explore 
several ACA and managed care issues and 
‘opportunities, including a regional approach 
to Drug Medi-Cal” Medi-Cal for the eight 
northernmast counties of California sal 
‘managed by Partnership Healthcare, and 
Starck said the counties may work region- 
ally to address this common issue. Existing 
treatment programs specially Alcohol 
Drug Care Services, may also get a boost 
from added Medi-Cal funding.

Performance contracts usually contain 
riders — thusly named because they “ide’ 
alongside the legal documents — that 
lay out the performers’ technical require- 
ments and the terms of their accammoda- 
tions, Artist payments yary wildly — many 
are flat fees, others take a portion of 
Center Arts ticket sales. Supporting acts 
— the unbilled opening artists — often 
get paid $500 or less fora show, while 
the accompanying headliner earns tens of 
thousands of dollars for the night’ perfor- 
mance, Some of the highest fees went to 
solo speakers — Garrison Keillor and Dana 
Carvey each pulled in $40,000 for their 
appearances, for example. 

“Technical riders are often vast and vary 
wildly, depending on the type of perfor- 
mance. Bands will include a diagram of 
the stage layout and how the instruments 
should be plugged into a mixing boaed. 
Dance troupes describe the props, stage 
decorations and necessary dimensions 
of their performance area. Pianists and 
others with lage equipment will detail the 


instruments the venue must provide, and 
hhow they should be tuned. 

‘And technical riders contain the light. 
ing, sound and equipment directions that 
sive shows their unique ambiance. New- 
folk-rackers The Avett Brothers, for exam- 
ple, enhance ther live show with haze. 

We have to have haze!” their rider 
declares. “If thls is an issue please contact 
us immediately 

(Others are less specific. The Ukulele 
Orchestra of Great Britain asks that house 
lights be on just enough so its musicians 
aten't looking out into a “black void” On 
stage, the performers ask that they be well 
lit, "while standing and sitting. Please note 
cone performer is 6 feet, 8 inches tall” (IF 
the image of an NBA-sized man playing 
the worlds smallest string instrument 
tickles you, youre in good company) 

‘The on-stage setup fer Garrison 
Keillor’ one-man show was remarkably 
simple: a microphone, a stool and water.

Furshpan 
and Moore, adjusting the thermostats as 
they prep the raoms for Pink Martinis 
show, say most bands spend their down 
time on their tour buses, coming aff only 
for meals and immediate pre-show prep, 

‘The Journal’ Diva Award goes to Gram- 
my Award-winning jazz vocalist Cassandra 
Wilson, whe played Humboldt State in 
2015 and will return ia May. 

Wilson's rider is deliciously precise and 
full of passive aggressive phrasing. Like 
the other riders, could be the result of 
astern and frustrated tour manager or 
Wilon's own demands. Regardless, it's in- 
teresting to juxtapose the expectations of 
an acclaimed artist withthe realities of the 
small and scrappy Van Duzer Theatre. Here 
are some highlights (emphases their own}: 

‘All hotels must be of a S-star standard 

NEVER AT AN AIRPORT HOTEL! (Center 
‘Arts notes that the Red Lion in Eureka will

Regarding Wilson's dressing room: "This 
isthe environment Cassandra will prepare 
for her performances in your venue. Dirty 
carpeting and marked up walls are not 
acceptable. if necessary, cover them with 
suitable rugs and wal coverings or textes. 
Please make the room comfortable, a place 


that you would enjoy spending time in 
Inside, Wilson expects six China tea 
‘cups with saucers and spoons, fresh cut 
flowers ina vase (‘yellow roses a favor: 
ite’), glass ashtray, scented candles and 
a variety of expensive wines, including 
Puligny-Montratecht and Veuve Cliquot 
Ponsardia. On stage, Wilkon expects an 
Oriental ug, "MUST be clean with an 
attractive pattern: NOT a plece of carpet. 
‘At the end of the day, Moore and Fur- 
shpan say the riders are essential for them 
to pull off a smooth show. Theyte “alist 
‘of details” roadmaps that keep the local 
‘revs from having ta improvise and risk 
a grumpy artist or tour manager. Almost 
‘every detail of the riders — technical or 
hospitality — is worked out weeks ahead 
of the performance.

From Britain to Canada to New Zealand, 
Boxing Day has become increasingly 
commercialized, in New Zealand, accord 
ing to.a friend, “All the major stores have 
big sales and a lat of people leave their 
Christmas shopping until then to take 
advantage of the bargains 

Since I'm martied to a Brit, our custom 
has been to celebrate Boxing Day by hast- 
ing a gathering in honor of Barty’ roots. | 
prefer inviting people over after Christmas 
rather than competing with all the social 
events that crowd the week before. In 
honor of the occasion, | make tradition- 
al sherry trifle, a layered dessert that | 
leamed fram my late Welsh mother-in- 
law, Eluned Davies Evans, known as “Lyn: 

Lym had many sterling qualities, but cu- 
linary sophistication was nat ane of them. 
‘The ingredients in her sherry trifle are nat 
what yould call foodie” When guests ask 
what's in the trifle, change the subject, 
but if you must know: yellow cake mix, 
canned fruit, and custard (occasionally 
leven instant) Despite the humble ingre- 
dlients, the combined outcome is nath- 
ing less than delicious, semething to be 
savored. 'm told the longer it sits around, 
the better it tastes, But mine has never 
lasted long enough to test that theory. 

In Vietorian times, trifle was a way of 
Using up leftovers. ln an interview in The 
New York Times, British novelist Eiza- 
beth Jane Howard said, "They took stale 
sponge cakes and leftover custard from 
the nursery, soaked the cakes in wine and 
poured on the custard ..and if there was 
some cream about, they poured it an top! 
Howard added, "Men in particular love 
trifle, think because its a perfect mixture 
of alcohol and the nursery 

“The U-shaped structure ofa trifle Is 
always the same: dawn in the valley of the 
bowl (preferably glas, the better to see 
the layers, you assemble cubes of cake, 
coated with jelly and moistened with 
sherry; in the next stration, cut fruit and 
custard, and finally, crowning the top, a 
thick blanket of snowy whipped cream. 

You could, of caurse, go the gourmet 


route and make your ewn pound cake and 
‘custard from scratch. Despite pangs of dis- 
loyalty, | do prepare my custard at hame, 
but atherwise continue to shaw respect 
for the dead by following my mother-in- 
laws hallowed methods

Sherry Trifle 


Serves 6 
Ingredients and method: 


For the cake 
package pound cake 

eggs (to mix with package) 

1 Cup vegetable oil (to mix with package) 


For the custard 
2eges 

2 cups milk 

Teaspoon vanilla

V4 cup sugar 

14 cup jelly 

46 cup sherry or brandy

Organic elimination of slugs and snails

here i nothing more frustrat- 
ing than bounding out to your 
¢gatden in the morning to see 
your baby plants and discovering 
that they have been devoured 
by slugs and snails. & few simple tricks ean 
help avoid these horrible moments 
“Trigger warning: In this article | advo~ 
cate for the massacre of large numbers of 
plant-eating mollusks. These methods are 
all organic and they work but, yeah sorry 
PETA. 


Iron Phosphate, aka Sluggo. 
Sluggo and Escar-Go are the main 
two organic sug bats that contain ron 
jphosphate and they canbe found at any 
tarden store, They are safe to use around 
pets, but non-organic sug bat is definitely 
NOT, so make sure you buy one ofthese 
two brands. The mollusks eat the bat 
then they decompose into nutrition for 
your soll These products aren cheap, but 
they are organic and they work. 


Keep your garden 
and greenhouse clean. 


This especially goes for the greenhouse 
and nursery areas. All of those pots and 
tables make for a zillion places for slugs 
and snails to hide and breed. Get in there 
fonce a year and clean i ll out well. Be 


sure to flip tables over and check under 
the lip of every pot and tray. They are 
adept at hiding so the hunt is tive well 
spent. 


Keep an eye out for eggs. 

When youre out inthe garden always 
be on the lok out forthe clusters of 
shiny white eggs. At the farm we used to 
call this fools cava” because they almost 
took ike they could be ona plate with 
some fancy crackers. Often they ae jst 
tinder the sll pushed up agains a sal 
piece of bark ora rock Smash them with 
your shoe ora garden trowel 


Beer traps. 

You've probably heard this one before. 
| lke making traps out of recycled salsa 
tubs. Cut the lid into a t-shape by reroy 
ing four wedges and replace it on top. Ths 
makes it easy fr the slugs ta get in but 
also eas for you to cary the tap, dump 
and refit Fil he tub with beer and 
place i strategic locations throughout the 
garden, such as near piles of big mulch and 
around plantings of delicate annual. All 
that beer can get expensive, so ask at the 
local barf theyil give you the leftovers 
from the tap trap that they pour into 
bucket every so often, We did this in our 
neighborhood and gat more beer than we 
could handle 


Black pepper. 

Thave had excellent success with 
sprinkling tiny ccles of black pepper 
around baby plants. The sas and slugs 
wont cros the line Salt works, too, but | 
prefer pepper because it doesn salinate 
the sol This doesn il them, however, 30 
the problem with this method is thatthe 
hungry mollusks wil just go elsewhere and 
eat something els. 


Wood and cardboard. 

Lay down large pieces of wood and 
cardboard in parts of the garden that 
seem ta have the most slugs and snails 
‘An hour after suntse, go out and flip the 
boards over to find a big, siny slug party. 
Use a shatp knife to cut them al in half or 
smash them with your boot. 


Citrus rinds. 

Slugs and snails will crawl right up 
inside inverted citrus rinds placed in the 
garden. Then yau can just scoop them up 
and throw them in your bucket of soapy 
saltwater. 


Hunting. 

Put on your headlamp and go hunting 
in the night. Look under mulch, wood and 
anything ele tha provides most shade 
Look in your garden beds forthe rides 
cent tals and follow ther to the source 
‘few days of dligence can make a huge 
difference. 


Copper. 
Thave heard that copper wie stretched 

around garden beds wil deter sells and 

Slugs but havent ted fe Sounds expen- 


Ducks love slugs. 

They also love baby plants, berries and 
tiny vegetables, however, so graze your 
dicks in areas where perennials are well 
establshed rather than in annual vegeta- 
ble beds 


Slime warning: 

‘Yu probably don't want to pick up the 
slugs with bare hands, and the slime wil 
quickly turn any pair of gloves inta the 
grossest ones you own Try using chop 
Sicks or tong instead OF just skewer 
them with a sharpened sic. If yout not 
comfortable skewering them or acing 
them with a knife, try just tossing them 
into a bucket of ht soapy saltwater, That 
will do the trick, Dump the nasty results 
somewhere outside ofthe garden though, 
because the soap and salt tnt good for 
your scl

SISTERS. Sadly, to0 many people have 
yet to figure out that women ae funny. | 
‘was dumbetruck when Bridesmaids (200) 
became a “surprise” hit; were we not al on 
the same page about the talents of Kristen 
Wig Maya Rudolph et al? Apparently no. 
Its this kind of exclusionary thinking that 
turng a movie lke Sisters, which might, 
have best worked asa springboard for 
new talent, ito a star vehicle for two of 
the most prominent ladies in comedy. Tina 
Fey and Amy Poehler are deserving tans 
in the field. geuses both. But in the case 
of Sisters, wonder if their fame might 
actully bea lability, more hindrance than 
help in executing its comedy. 

‘Maura Poehler), the bookish, peo- 
ple-pleasing younger Elis ster, has 
testablshed herslf inher career bute stil 
reeling fram her divorce Kate (Fy), the 
hard-partying, man-eating older sister, 
cant manage to hold a steady jab, and her 
short-fuse/devi-may-care outlook has put 
her at odds with her teenaged daughter 
Haley (Madison Davenport Kate has lately 
conceived a bran child: She and Haley 
‘wilmove back nto her parents’ house 
in Orlando and get back on their feet. 

“The problem, of courses that Mom and 
Dad (Dianne Wiest and Janes Brain) have 
the house on the market, having already 
‘moved into a condo, Maura avare ofthis 
but afraid to hurt her sisters feelings, joins 
Kate forthe trip back home.

’As one might expect, the party transi- 
tions from mundane Chardennay sipping 
into destructive chaos. Dave ohn Leguia~ 
mo} the party-anima-tumed-homelest-<a- 
reeralcohalc, brings over an ominous drug 
dealer named Pazuzu Yoh Cena). Alex 
{Bobby Moynihan). the class clown wha 
can't switch off, inadvertently snarts 
‘ome of Pazuzus wares and goes batshit 
crazy. Maura tries to hookup withthe 
hunky handyman (ke Barnholtz). while Kate 
is thrown into conflict with her ld nemesis 
Brinda (Maya Rudolph) Lessons are learned 

Had this not been a Fey and Poehler 
showeate,| wonder if t would have leaned 


into the comedy more, dialing back the 
Important grown-up stuff. Don't be mis 
taken, this is an Rerated comedy, but the 
adult content comes mostly in the form 
of forced F-bombs and vaguely naughty 
sexual references, Cena and Moynihan, 
who embrace the unchained aspects 

of their characters, each have standout 
‘moments. Unlike the movie's headliners, 
these two act like they have nothing to 
lose, embracing the darkness of a comedy 
about trying to recapture youth and put 
aside decades of repression, inhibition and 
regret. That's where the real comedy lies in 
this scenario. The finished product, while 
‘often funny enough, lacks the bite and 
potency suggested in some ofits scenes 
It feels compromised, a de-clawed version 
of itself made safe for a wider audience. &

itor about my knock-kneed, mid-weekend 
text messages and lame attempts at avoid- 
ance. And before you bring out the torch- 
sand pitchforks — | too, love Star Wars. 
Of course Ido. | spent many a Christmas 
vacation watching the originals on loop 
con one of the Turner networks. | bristled 
at the re-teleases, with their superfluous 
digital additions. | foolishly waited in long 
lines for the prequels. So yeah,t'm eight 
there with you. And I think J- Abrams is 
a fine popular-artist, a genuine fan of the 
‘material — an excellent choice to rejuve- 
nate the franchise. 

In the last couple of weeks, though, 
Disney's marketing blitzkrieg has put me 
off.

‘As much as the advertising onslaught 
made me resist the allure of The Force 
‘Awakens, Vhave to admit ithas a few sig- 


nificant things going for it. Abrams script 
(co-written with OG Lawrence Kasdan) is 
nimble and funny and offers some fun sur- 
prises. The writing and visual style of the 
piece are almast too faithful to the orig 
inal trilogy, but that serves as a welcome 
break from the hand-held, digitally dressed 
norm of contemporary science fiction, 
And the cast. particularly leads John 
Boyega and Daisy Ridley, give compelling, 
sympathetic performances. Plus Han and 
Chewbacca (!m nat a monster.

REPOWERING HUMBOLDT COUNTY WITH 
Community Choice Energy 


The Redwood Coast Eneray 
Authority (RCEA) is a local 
government joint powers 
agency of the County of 
Humboldt, the Cities of 
Arcata, Blue Lake, Eureka, 
Ferndale, Fortuna, Rio Dell, 
Trinidad and the Humboldt 
Bay — Municipal Water 
District. Formed in 2003, 
RCEA'’s mission is to 
develop and implement 
sustainable energy 
initiatives that reduce 
energy demand, increase 
energy efficiency, and 
advance the use of clean, 
efficient and renewable 
resources available in the 
region, 


The Redwood Coast Energy 
Authority has identified 
community choice aggregation 
as a potentially-key mechanism 
to support local economic 
development and advance the 
use of local renewable energy 
resources. To that end, the 
Redwood Coast Energy 
Authority is currently working to 
establish a community choice 
program for Humboldt County. 


WHAT IS A 


COMMUNITY CHOICE 


PROGRAM? 


Community choice aggregation 
(CCA), also known as 
community choice energy, is a 
provision of California law that 
allows cities, counties or joint 
powers agencies to purchase 
electricity and other necessary 
electrical services on behalf of 
the customers in their 
territories. 


CCAs differ from municipal 
utility districts in that CCAs only 
provide the generation 
component of electricity 
services, which accounts for 
around half of a customer's 
electricity bill. The investor- 
‘owned utility (IOU), in our case 
Pacific Gas & Electric (PG&E), 
continues to own the electricity 
distribution infrastructure and to 
provide electricity transmission, 
distribution, billing, and related

However, 
CCAS are able to determine 
their own energy supply mixes 
and rate structures. 


While the Community Choice 
model is relatively new in 
California, with three programs 
currently providing service to 
customers in the State, there 
are over 1,000 CCAs operating 
‘across the country in Ilinois, 
Ohio, New Jersey, Rhode 
Island, and Massachusetts. 


WHY IS IT WORTH 
DOING? 
Local Control: A CCA 


program allows Humboldt 
County to pursue our own 


cleaner energy 


priorities, such as local 
generation and programs to 
Support economic development, 
and provides local control of 
rate-setting. Unlike IOUs, local 
governments are accountable 
to their citizens through locally 
elected officials whose tenures 
depend on serving the public 
{good and supporting the 
interests of their communities. 
When compared with an IOU, 
the decision making process of 
a not-for-profit local authority 
will be more transparent and 
accessible to the public, and 
can better reflect the interests 
and desires of the community. 


Rates: A key motivating factor 
for the 1,000+ CCAs in 
operation has been the 
‘opportunity to reduce rates for 
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electricity customers; like 
municipal utilities, CCAs have 
been able to provide rates 
sometime as much as 20% 
lower that investor-owned 
utilities. The established 
California CCAs have focused 
on prioritizing environmental 
performance, but have siill 
managed to achieve rates 
currently 2-7% below PG&E 
while providing significantly 
higher percentages of 
renewable energy. 


Choice: When a City or 
County chooses to offer a CCA 
program to its community, each 
individual household and 
business still has the option to 
opt out of the program and 
continue to have their 
generation services provided by 
PGAE. State law requires that 
customers receive multiple 
notices of CCA program launch 
to ensure they are aware of 
their options, and customers 
can also opt out after the 
launch anytime in the future. 


Priorities 

RCEA will implement the 
Humboldt County CCA program 
guided by three core priorities 
established by the RCEA Board 
of Directors and aligned with 
RCEA's RePower Humboldt 
Strategic Plan: maximizing the 
use of local renewable 
resources, providing 
competitive rates, and 
‘supporting local economic 
development. 


COMPETITIVE 
RATES 


Ackey factor in success will be 
our CCA's ability to achieve 
rate competitiveness with 
PG&E while pursuing other 
CCA program goals. To 
minimize customer opt-oults, the 
CCA must provide overall rates 
that are competitive with or 
lower than those offered by 
PG&E for similar power supply 
products. 


Prior to launch, RCEA is 
exploring a variety of supply 
portfolios using different cost 
‘assumptions for the above 
factors to determine the 
likelihood of maintaining rate 
parity while offering a larger 
share of renewable energy. 


LOCAL 
RENEWABLE 
ENERGY 


The CCA program will pursue 
an energy portfolio that 
prioritizes the use of local 
renewable resources, including 
existing facilities, to the 
maximum extent technically 
and economically feasible. 


The State has aggressive goals 
for renewable energy, 
implemented through the 
State's Renewable Portfolio 
Standard which sets targets for 
quantities and types of 
renewable energy that 
electricity providers must supply 
to their customers. These 
targets are 33% renewable 
energy by 2020 and 50% by 
2030. The CCA program will 
strive to use local renewable 
resources to exceed these 
targets 


Existing local renewable energy 
generation facilities that the 
CCA could pursue contracts 
with could potentially supply 
around 40% of the CCA's 
energy demand. However, the 
power from local facilities is not 
low-cost, and so a key first step 
in the procurement planning 
process will be a detailed and 
thorough evaluation to 
determine to what extent the 
CCA's portfolio can incorporate 
local renewables and still 
maintain competitive rates.

The CCA can also offer 
customer programs that offer 
residents and businesses 
options to more directly engage 
in the development and use of 
local renewable energy, these 
programs could include: 


100% renewable, opt-in 
choice that lets customers 
choose a 100% renewable 
energy option at a price 
premium, based on the costs of 
a 100% renewable supply. 


Net energy metering allows 
customers to make their meter 
“spin backward” and offset their 
electrical usage by installing 
rooftop solar or another 
generating system. 


A Feed-in-tariff program is a 
renewable energy purchasing 
program which sets simple and 
straightforward rules and 
pricing for purchasing surplus 
electricity from small- 

scale renewable electricity 
Projects within the CCA's 
service territory. 


ECONOMIC. 
DEVELOPMENT 


Collectively, Humboldt County 
customers spend in the range of 
$60 million per year for the 
generation component of their 
electricity service. The CCA will 
strive to use that buying power 
to create quantifiable economic 
benefits in the region through 
job retention and creation and 


the investment of any surplus 
funds to develop local 
renewable energy projects and 
community energy programs 
that benefit customers. 


The CCA will promote regional 
energy conservation through 
custom programs targeted at 
local customers and 
implementing demand 
management best practices. 
The CCA will also explore the 
development of energy rates 
and incentives that can support 
community business retention 
and expansion. 


Next Steps 


Established in 2003, RCEA’s 
joint powers agreement 
provides an existing foundation 
to move forward with a 
community-wide CCA program 
for Humboldt County. The 
RCEA Board has established 
its interest in becoming a 
community choice aggregator 
and RCEA’s member 
governments have approved 
revisions to the RCEA joint 
powers agreement enabling 
RCEA to implement a local 
CCA program on behaf of the 
County and those member 
Cities that choose to become 
CCA participants. 


The process for becoming a 
CCA requires that each local 
government's governing body 
adopt an ordinance establishing 


their decision to participate in 
the CCA through RCEA, after 
which RCEA must then file an 
implementation plan with the 
Public Utilities Commission. 


It'should be reiterated that a 
jurisdiction choosing to be a 
part of the CCA is making the 
option of participation available 
to that community, but every 
individual customers can 
choose initially at the program 
start or at a later time whether 
or not they want to participate. 


To facilitate the rapid and 
successful roll out of the CCA, 
RCEA will outsource significant 
‘components of program start- 
up and operations work to 
contractors with the 
qualifications, expertise, and 
overall experience to provide 
core CCA operations services. 
To this end, RCEA has issued @ 
request for proposals to select 
a qualified entity or group of 
entities to provide 
comprehensive services to 
support RCEA with the 
development, financing, launch, 
and operations of the CCA 
program for Humboldt County.
